A man wduise identity is not po- 
sitively known, but who is suppos- 
ed lo be A. L Daslinei', a latiorcr 
living at No. 128 .Monroe Stie(4, 
was run over and instantly killerl 
by passeti;f(!r engine No. 174 of Ihe 
Nickel Plate Railioa.l a!'(Mit d.in 
o'clock last ev'-iiinc The ucciilcnl 
(Kfcnrred at the junction r)f the New 
York (Jentral and Erie ti'"' near 
Alabama Street. 

Just how Ihe man haiipiii'ii lo be 
killed is not known to a I'ertainty, 
altliough it is more than prob/ilde 
that the slijipery condition of tin* 
railroad ties was rr'sponsible. The 
engine, in charge of Engineer Wil- 
liam Hoffman and Fiiernan B V 
Bernhardt, was being run to the 
r'oiiiidhou.s<', jifter having d.divered 
atrainaithe station at ICxchnnge 
ami Michigan Sl reels. 

As the engine neared the jiiiiclior' 
Dashner was seen gelling ready lo 
cross the tracks at Alabama Street 
The man in the sit'nal tower nearby 
walchcd and saw him slep Inward 
Ihe approardiitiL' engine, slot), and 
then apfiarently sli|) ati'l fal! head 
lonu under Ihe wlieidsof ttie tender 

As (piickly as possible, ILiffma' 
brought the locomotive to a 8top 
anrl, with Ids fireman, ran bar'k to 
the spot where the man had been 
strindt. The ponderous wherds <d' 
the engine had criinclied throutr' 
the man's bones, and irtonnd his 
bo'ly inio » shafieless mass Cor- 
oner Wilson w-as notified, and after 
viewing the remains, ho ordr-red 
them taken to the morgue.

Mr. ,Mann has 
made additional fame fot himself 
by the lacMlily with which he wriies 
upside down. Willi him there is no 
reversing the slice! to wrilc iip'>ii il 
A perstm can read what he has 
writ ten as fast as the marks <mi I Ik 
slu'cf are made, and conversation 
carried on in this way is ((iiiie en- 
tertaining as well as vileasant. He 
has afqiiir.d the skill fioin constant 
praclive. It was lirou,';lit to hi- 
mind flist by his ability to read a 
book iipsi'le down without an\ 
trouble. He practiced writing ori 
the same priniiple, and can 
faslihm char-aclei's and words now 
as rapidly as most persons can wiile 
in the usual method. Mr. Mann 
has II wife .■md family living in 
(tambier, when- his .son is atteiiiline; 
college. A Press reporter ctdleti (ui 
Rev. Mr. Mann last evr'uing, and 
wnen greetings had been ex(diaii«ed 
Ihc clergynntn wrol(» as follows, 
Lrivinj: a good sketch of his life : 

" .My name is A W. Mann. I 
am a (dergyiti'tn to deaf-tnule.s ; was 
al St. Ann's Cliiir-cli for deaf mules 
yesicrday, hoh'.inir s<'rviccs and 
preaching in tln^ sign language. 1 
am get er-al missionary to deaf- 
mutes in the Middle Western stales 
and come East once in a w Idle to 
exidiiinge with olhers engau'ed in 
the same work. 

"I have lieeii in holy orders for 
nearly 25 years. Am the first of 
my people ordained wesi of Ihr^ Al- 
leganies, and the second since Ihe 
apostolic da^'s. The one who was 
ordained before me is .lead, leaving 
nic the first on a list of nine deaf- 
mule cler).!y in lh<^ United Stales. 
" I went to .s<dio(>l al Indianapolis, 
and rifterwai-ds tauulit at Ihe 
Michigan school for this class be- 
fore my entrance upon ministerial 
yvork. I am only deaf; n<»l iiiule 
(rlumb). I retain the speech ac- 
quired before deafness. 

"I got my d.'gree (honorary) 
from the colleue for deaf-mubs al 
WaHliington. I have held services 
in nearly every huge cily East, and 
West, and have been IwicetoGreat 
Britain toattend meet inus <if chiindi 
workers and h.dd services In Lon- 
lon, Liverjiool, tilasgow, B'dfast, 
Dublin, and other places on the 
eonlinenl. I Iravcded as far as 
Rome. I work under the auspics 
of the Episco|kal Chut eh. There is 
tiriotlu'r clergyman, Rev. C O. 
Danfzet, yvlio has a mission in 
Utica." 

Rev. Mr. Mann .said he was 58 
years of age and was born in In- 
diana, He will not remain long in 
Utica and will not go to Rome to 
visit the deaf-iiiuttf iiislitntion 
tlnre. He said he was in Ulicii 
once l-efor.', in 181)5, on the day 
thai, Ihc fnner-al train <d' Piesidcni 
Lincoln passi'd through. "Ulir'a 
was not niueh of a plac(( tlw>n,'' he 
wrote He sa.< s that besides Mr 
Dai:tzer there is another chov.vman 
of his fdass who works in Albany, 
Amsti-rdam iind otiicr placs^.

An I'nderKronBd Chnrcli. 

Welsh miners have coustiucted 
what is prot)ably the most remark- 
al>le existing ehurch in the world. 
Their house of worship is IfKjated 
750 feet underuround, constructed 
entirely liy the miners themselves 
in the heart of a coal mine at 
Mynydd Newydd, near Swansea, in 
VVest (ilamorKan. The walls of 
the chapel ar^formed of ronjjh 
pine Io>.'s and loose w^ant lings, and 
the r(S)f of hard, smooth clift, whit- 
ened with lime. The " house," as 
it is called, is timbered with pit 
props on either fide and there are 
two rows of I)#i('he8 along either 
wall with seats for 100 men. Cir- 
cular seats on either side of the 
high desk which serves as a pulpit, 
seat about twenty more. The 
chaoel is an iinaltraciive place in 
appeal ance, but it has served its 
purpose ever since 184«, shortly 
after the mine was opened. 

As it is safe U> work the colliery 
with naked lights, the little chap*-! 
is i]luminate<l with candlesstuck on 
pillars and pitted vaults all round 
Tli^K' tK'ing no regul ir minister, 
a volunieer is called U(>on for each 
(K'.<;i<8!on, and there is no lack of 
willing voices. S«irvice is held 
every Monday morniny at 9 o'clock, 
before the men l-egin their day's 
w<irk. The service opens with a 
hymn given out by the conductor 
Mild the reliuiouH (diorus lings out 
through the modern catacombs 
All the seats are occupied and 
rows of men sit outside with their 
lamps at their sides. The service 
is entirely in the Welsh language 
and c^M'srsis of a chapter from the 
Bible, two hymns, and two extem- 
pore ]»rayers. The Bible is taken 
from its tin case on such occasions, 
and one of the miners reads ihe 
chapter with emphatic, measured 
ii.tonation. AM'therininHr offers 
prayer, and the sense of the 
common danger of llnir perilous 
<K;cupalion tends to intensify the 
veneration and devotion of all the 
auditors. fJne more hymn and an- 
other iiiayer, and the little gather- 
ing dispei'^'-w Mitfl- li;ilf >IM lldlir of 

service. 

The si!rv n/e i^ iiio-i i iii[)i <nnl ve, 
.Holely by its simplicity and 
spontaneity. ScofTeis are unknown 
there, and it is admitted that the 
Myny<ld Newydd Fit liHsan unusual 
[»ri»|Kirtion of sot>er,ui)right work- 
men. No sect or creed is siiecifjetl, 
and Baptists, Calvinislic Method- 
ists, Congregafionalists and others 
lake turns with e<jual heartiness at 
itie prayers, and the hymns used 
are huch as will do for any and all 
denominations. Three men are 
still attending the service who were 
present at the first service held in 
(he little chapel. They were tjoys 
then, having t)een allowed by the 
lax regnlatiors of those days to 
start woik in the mines at a^es of 
10 and 12 years.
